entire $14,098,000 debt was 
Harrison in his inaugural ad- 


dress to City Council Monday night. 


He advocated study ‘of the 
matter as a means of cutting 
the current record high rate of 
56% mills and spreading debt 
charges over a longer period. 

About 60 persons, including 
City Hall department. heads, 
heard the mayor read a massive 
44-page inaugural for one hour 
end 25 minutes, in which he 
called for: 

1. Utmost economy and only 
unavoidable borrowing; 

2. Substantial 
fund reserve; 
3. Refusal 
grants in ‘53; 


4. Study of formation of met 
ropolitan hospital district 
whereby Jubilee would be oper 
ated.on area basis, with all 
municipalities sharing costs 

The mayor asked 
press for: 

1. More island road work, 
eluding West Coast Road 
Island Highway completion; 

2. Improvement of existing 


Only ‘Unavoidable’ 


The city’s situation, he said, 
is “the strongest possible argu- 
ment against any but absolutely 
essential, unavoidable borrow- 
ings.” 

If costly works such as a new 
Point Ellice Bridge are to be un- 
dertaken he urged council to in 
vestigate the city’s position and 
possibilities of the question of 
“exercising or securing legisla- 
tive authority for the re-arrang- 
ing of the city’s debt structure:” 

“The entire debt could be re- 
funded again to spread some of 
the load into the period when 
many of the works and im- 
provements covered by the pres- 
ent debt charges still will be 
in good, serviceable condition,” 
he stated. 

The mayor contended it would 
be “quite reasonable and proper 
for the two senior governments 
te reconstruct or replace Point 
Ellice Bridge at their own ex 
pense.” 

He opposes the city handling 
it alone unless compelled to do 
so He termed a high level 
bridge of more than two lanes 
unnecessary. To illustrate the 
burden of debt charges he stated 
if $350,000 were borrowed to 
build a bridge, the city would 
have to pay an additional $125. 
000 in imterest charges over 
20-year period. 

The mayor urged redistribu 
tion of park facilities through- 
out the city. 

He wants no expansion or ex- 
tension of work at Beacon Hill 
—only maintenance, in order to

The mayor recommended ex 
ploration of means to secure 
new industries and assist exist- 
ing ones. 

He termed the filling in of 
portions of Victoria harbor to 
provide additional land areas 
for industrial and other uses “a 
grave mistake.” 

“The whole question of the 
best means of utilizing and de- 
veloping our harbor on a 
planned basis with a view ‘to 
adding to our industrial strength 
but without marring the har- 
bor’s appearance, warrants 
proper and careful study by a 
strong committee.” 

The mayor stated, it was 
hoped to rebuild street lighting 
circuits in Central Park, Shel- 
bourne, Belmont and Qaklands 
districts and to provide high in- 
tensity mercury lighting in de- 
ficient downtown areas “to in- 
crease visibility and contribute 
to traffic : safety.”

He said the city’s program to 
equalize assessments. should be 
completed this year 


“As a result of this work the 
taxable assessments for last 
year were increased by approxi- 
mately $1,500,000 to make a 
grand total increase for the two 
years of about $4,000,000.” 


“The effect of this in the hun- 
dreds of cases involved is to add 
to the increase in the tax load, 
caused by the higher tax rate 
last year,” said the mayor. “It 
suggests to me that a counter- 
balance would be in order by 
way of a cut in the tax rate, 
which I sincerely trust may be 
accomplished.” 


The mayor asked council to 
consider citizens who would be 
worthy successors for the honor 
of “Freemen,” since the only 
two persons on whom the free- 
dom of the city of Victoria has 
been conferred, are now dead.

Husband Lay Dying, Wife 
Drugged or Drunk, Says Witness 


TOKYO (AP)—Dorothy rue- 
ger Smith, attractive daughter 
of a general, was quoted in 
court today as saying “too bad 
I didn't get him in the heart” 


7\ while her husband lay bleeding 


to death of a knife wound. 

was Lt.-Col. 
Joseph Hardin. He said he en- 
tered the bedroom of Col. and 
Mrs. Aubrey Smith a few min- 
utes after the colonel was 
stabbed with a 12-inch, hunting 
knifé at midnight Oct. 8 

Mrs. Smith is on trial before 
an army court martial on a 
charge of murder. 

Hardin testified that on the 
fatal night she was groping 
jaround a dressing table, appar- 
ently searching for something. 
He said she wore only panties 
and bra 

Smith was on his bed with a 
knife. wound in his side. 

“Didyou hear Mrs. 
make anystatement?”

W. H. H. Jones, prosecuting 
counsel, asked Hardin 

“Yes,” Hardin replied “It 
was to the effect that ‘it's too 
bad I didn't get him in the 
heart’.” 

Hardin testified also that Mrs. 
Smith seemed either drunk or 
drugged, was _not rational, was 
unable to co-ordinate her physi- 
cal movements, and was mostly 
unintelligible. 

Finally, he added, the 40 
year-old daughter of Gen 
Walter Krueger and mother of 
two children “seemingly passed 
out.” 

Other witnesses variously 
testified she was asleep, in a 
coma or unconscious. 

Previously the Smith's 
Japanese maid, tiny Sigeko 
Tani, 28, testified that Mrs 
Smith - mumbled: “I'm so glad 
I did it.” 

The case is being heard by a 
nine-member . general court 
martial board, “headed by a 
major-géneral, 


Hardin said he found Smith 
pale, perspiring and in great 
pain 

Hardin, a golfing partner of 
Smith's, accompanied him to an 
army hospital. He expressed 
“disgust with tragic delays en- 
countered” at getting medical 
treatment for Smith. 

Not. for two and three-quarter 
hours after he was stabbed in 
his bedroom did the 45-year-old 
Smith get a blood transfusion. 
He died six hours after he was 
wounded. 


Defense counsel has not an- 
nounced on what Mrs. Smith's 
defense will be based. How- 
ever, it has indicated the main 
defense wil] be temporary *in- 
sanity. 

Chief defense council Lt.-Col. 
Howard S. Levie said before 
the trial Mrs. Smith had under- 
gone 100 days of psychiatric 
treatment in the United States 
last year and that she tried to 
jump off the ship on the way

| Four Million Tons 
Of TNT 


BY JOSEPH and STEWART ALSOP

LL. expectations, both official and 
unofficial, were surpassed by the last 
explosion at Eniwetok. It was fairly 
well-known that the original aim was to 
build a~-onemegaton bomb—or in -other 
words, a bomb fifty times more powér- 
ful than. the Hiroshima 
bomb, with an ex 
plosive power of one 
million tons of TNT. 
There were wide- 
spread doubts that 


| even this aim could be 


attained. Prior to the 
| Eniwetok test, the offi- 
| cial word was passed 
that the object to be 
| exploded was not going 
to be a bomb at all 


It was going to be a mere “experi- 
mental mechanism” deriving ‘most -of its 
power from plutonium fusion, which is 
the power source of conventional atomic 
bombs. At best, it,was only going to 
demonstrate the capabilities of hydrogen 
fusion, which is the quite different and 
infinitely more terrible power source of 
hydrogen. bombs, as well as the source 
of the sun's heat that maintains life on 
earth 


All’ this cautious preliminary damp- 
ing-down has now turned out to be 
utterly misleading: As things turned out, 
the primitive hydrogen bomb tested at 
Eniwetok had an explosive force of be 
three and five megatons. It was 
between 150 and 250 times more power- 
ful than the bomb that fell on Hiroshima. 
It was the equivalent of between 
3,000,000 and 5,000,000 tons of TNT

There is no adequate way to visualize 
such an explosion, in which Faustian 
} man reproduced the very fire of life. 
But one can at least set down the prob- 
able effects on its target of a hydrogen 
bomb of this order. Let us strike an 
average, supposing thatethe bomb tested 
at Eniwetok had a force of four mega- 
tons. In that case, the effects on an 
urban target would be approximately as 
follows, according to expert estimates 


First, the.bomb would send out lethal 
gamma, rays, which would kill - un- 
protected living organisms over an area 
of 10 square miles. But this would have 
no importance, since all living things so 
near to ground zero would be burned or 
blasted to death in any case 


Second, such a bomb would severely 
blast an area of 140 square miles, and 
moderately to severely blast an area of 
260 square miles. In the area of severe 
blast, there would be total ruin. In the 
larger area of moderate-to-severe blast, 
destruction would be more capricious, 
with some structures totally ruined, 
others only moderately damaged 


Third, the fireball of the bomb would 
send out a heatflash sufficient to ignite 
combustible material, or, to cause killing 
third. degree burns on exposed skin, 
within an area of 300 square miles. 


Fourth a bomb would certainly 
start one or more firestorms. These are 
the infernos of fire. which fan their own 
flames by creating their draft, that 

civilized man first pro- 
duced in Hamburg, and 
then. in Hiroshima, in 
the war. A fire 
storm destroys all liv- 
ing things in

Thus the Eniwetok explosion in 
November radically changed the whole 
world we live in, and the personal] situa- 
tions of every one of us.

CPR Must- Earn Fair 


Return on Investment 


U.S. Expert Tells Railway Commissioners 


OTTAWA (BUP)—The 
missiéners today considered 
must be permitted to earn a 
vestment or go bankrupt. 

The warning was voiced by 
Charles W. Smith, chief of the 
bureau of accounts, finance and 
rates of the federal power com- 
mission in Washington. He is 
one of several rate-making ex 
perts appearing ‘before the 
beard-in-suppoftt of a CPR ap- 
plication for a new method of 
establishing freight rates 


Smith said Monday that Ca- 
nadian railways should be per 
mitted to earn a fair rate of 
return to attract investment 
capital. He said unless they 
earned such a return, investors 
would turn to other forms of 
business 


The U.S. expert said he felt 
that if the CPR was denied a 
fair rate of return it faced bank- 
ruptcy. “We must reconcile our- 
selves to seeing them going out 
of business or being taken over 
by.the government,” he said. 


Board of Transport Com- 
a warning that the CPR 
fair return on its railroad in- 


Smith supported the CPR ap- 
plication asking the board to 
permit it to earn a return of 
6's per cent on its railway prop- 
erty. He said he did not believe 
rates would be increased to a 
point where the railway would 
lose traffic to other forms of 
transportation, including. trucks. 

The CPR application is being 
opposed by eight Canadian pro- 
vinces—all except Ontario and 
Quebec. The railway’s evidence 
in chief was presented to the 
board last November, and pro- 
vincial counsel now are cross- 
examining railway witnesses 

The provinces will cali four 
later in the hearing 
which is expected to last at least 
two weeks. The provinces take 
the position there should be no 
change in the present. method 
of setting freight rates on the 
current financial requirements 
of the CPR.

Should you now re 
move one-third of the top 
growth there will be more food 
for the remaining buds, causing 
them to swell faster. 

Around the middle of Janu- 
ary, and again in February, we 
usually experience our winter 
weather, that is low tempera- 
tures, frosts, and Any 
buds which have made unsea- 
sonable growth will then be 
killed. It is therefore better in 
this district, to delay the prun- 
ing of fruit trees until Febru- 
ary, preferably the third week, 
at which time any frost-dam 
aged portions of the trees may 
be removed, and the undamaged 
buds retained 

The only objection to pruning 
after the buds start into growth, 
is the chance of damaging some 
of the buds as the work pro- 
gresses. Where trees receive 
proper attention at-all times, as 
they should in the home garden; 
the little pruning required in 
spring may be done after frosts 
are over, removing only winter 
damaged wood.—JACK.

profile of King Edward VIII

Eden branded Soviet 
satellite leaders as butchers of 
their own Communist comrades.

He said he en- 
tered the bedroom of Col. and 
Mrs. Aubrey Smith a few min- 
utes after the colonel was 
stabbed with a 12-inch hunting 
knife at midnight Oct. 8. 

Mrs. Smith is on trial before 
an army court martial on a 
charge of murder 

Hardin testified that on the 
fatal night she was groping 
around a dressing table, appat- 
ently searching for something. 
He said she wore only panties 
and bra 

Smith was on his bed with a 
knife wound in his side.

How- 
ever,-it has indicated the main 
defense wil] be temporary ‘in- 
sanity 

Chief defense council Lt.-Col. 
Howard S. Levie said before 
the trial Mrs. Smith had under- 
gone 100 days of psychiatric 
treatment in the United States 
last year and that she tried to 
jump off the ship on the way 
,to Japan.
